Mr. Blaine has just learned what it is to have a serious question come 
home to him. For years he has yelled with the crowd of patriots who foam 
at the mouth when “Free Trade” is so much as suggested. He has done 
as much talking as any other man about the blessings of a protective tariff. 
Nobody has ever been more thoroughly ‘‘sound” on the tariff than 
Mr. James G. Blaine. Probably nobody in the country was more deeply 
pained when Mr. Cleveland called attention to the fact that the tariff was 
a tax, and that low taxation was better than high taxation. And there 
never was a man who might more properly have been expected to fight and 
die for the ‘* Home Market” than this same Mr. Blaine. And yet Mr. 
Blaine— James G. Blaine — appears before the American public to-day as 
the first ‘‘statesman,” the first ‘‘ practical politician,” to propose absolute 
Free Trade —the old iniquitous, terrible, unspeakable Free Trade — to 
sixty-five millions of free-born Americans. Free Trade—think of it! 
BRITISH Free Trade!

That is just what Mr. Blaine proposes. It is true, he would limit 
our free-trade relations to such South American states as would give us 
free-trade in return. But what of that? Great Britain gives us free-trade 
now, and asks no return. To establish Free Trade in any quarter of the 
globe is to abandon the whole theory of Protection. If the protective 
system is what Mr. Blaine and others have described it, it is the salvation 
of our business and the safeguard of our liberties. To abandon the theory 
in part, even, is to reduce a principle to a mere policy. The theory of 
protection, as a theory, can have no possible meaning if its value is purely 
a matter of practical application. 

* 

But perhaps Mr. Blaine thinks that, in the language of a gentleman 
whom Mr. Blaine, we believe, considers no statesman, ‘‘ it is a condition, 
and not a theory, that confronts us.” Perhaps he holds this heretic opin- 
ion. Any man’s views may change with time — even a statesman’s. It 
may be that Mr. Blaine sees to-day what Mr. Cleveland saw two years 
ago. But even if this is the excuse which he makes for his extraordinary 
change of front, we must remind him that the conditions that would exist 
in the case of Free Trade between South America and the United States 
would not be, or would not long be, vitally different from the conditions 
that would exist if we should have Free Trade with England.

South America has no manufacturing nations. But if she could ship 
her goods to the United States free of duty, how long would it be before 
English and German capitalists would flock to Brazil, for instance, get 
their iron and wool without paying a cent to the custom-house, manufacture 
what they pleased, and invade our peaceful Home Market? And even if 
manufactures were shut out from the Free Trade contract, and raw ma- 
terials only admitted, how are our manufacturers, eur encouragers of 
infant industries, to be benefited? To give the products of South American 
labor free entrance to the United States would not help us to undersell 
England and Germany in the markets of South America if, as the Blaines 
and McKinleys declare, it costs more to raise a pound of wool in this 
country than it costs to raise a pound of the same grade in Europe; and 
more to mine a ton of iron on this side of the water than it costs to mine 
a ton on the other side? If our raw material still costs us what it ought to 
cost — supposing that there is any justice or fairness in our present tariff — 
(to say nothing of the McKinley tariff) we can not for a moment hope to 
compete with the effete nations of Europe, who can furnish Brazil with all 
that she needs at prices which we can not possibly match. 


Of course, nobody believes that we are in this unhappy case. But 
does Mr. Blaine seriously propose that our manufacturers should sell their 
products to Brazilians for less than native-born Americans have to pay? 
We know that his tariff enabled the members of the copper ring to do this 
very thing—to sell American copper in Europe cheaper than they would 
sell it in the United States—but that copper ring iniquity created a note- 
worthy scandal, and did nothing whatever to help the cause of high pro- 
tection. It would hardly be safe to make a practice of charging one price 
to Americans for American manufactures, and another and a lower price 
to foreigners for the same goods. It would not make a good subject for 
discussion in a Presidential campaign —at least, not so far as the disputants 


on the tariff side were concerned.

But there is not anything remarkable about Mr. Blaine’s partial con- 
version to the Free Trade idea. He has had to do some thinking of late, 


that is all.

A statesman does not often have to think. But Mr. Blaine has been, 
and still is, in a peculiar predicament. Without any clear idea of what he 
wanted, he summoned a Pan-American Congress to meet at Washington. 
A number of South American gentlemen arrived in answer to his call. He 
carried them about the land, and showed them its riches. They said that 
it was a very fine country, thanked Mr. Blaine kindly, lit fresh cigarettes, 
and went home without committing themselves further, on any point. Mr. 
Blaine felt that they had hardly earned their circus. Some tangible result 
was to be expected from all this costly business, this summoning of a Con- 
gress from distant lands, this junketing over the whole country, these long 
and sage deliberations, and these eloquent addresses. At the least, he felt, 
there ought to be some sort of business boom. And so Mr. Blaine sat him 


down to think.

He had not thought long before he saw quite clearly — in fact, with a 
statesmanlike clearness—that if Nation No. 1 puts the prices of her manu- 
factures up to the top notch, she can not expect to sell her goods to Nation 
No. 2 when Nations Nos. 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8 and the rest of them are all able 
and willing to step into the market and undersell her. North American 
prices are too high for South America. What makes those prices so high? 
The tariff, reasoned Mr. Blaine. Let us abolish the tariff, so far as South 
America is concerned. So far did Mr. Blaine reason. But he has not rea- 
soned far enough yet to know that he must abolish the tariff so far as a 
great many other things are concerned before our manufacturers can com- 
mand the South American trade without discriminating against North 
American consumers. It has only just begun to come home to Mr. Blaine. 
Where will he come out if he keeps on thinking?
